ORDER 

New Delhi, the 9th April, 1979 


8.0. 197®.—-In exercise of the powers conferred by 
sections 180 and 25 of the Industries (Development & 
Refulation) Act, 1951, the Central Government hereby 
makes the followinB order further to amend the Cement 
Control Order, 1967, namely:— 

1. (i) This Order may be called the Cement Control 

(Amendment) Order, 1979, 

(ii) It shall come into force on the date of publica¬ 
tion in official Gazette. 

2. In the Cement Control Order 1967, 

(i) at the end of clause 4 and after the word “Order”, 
the foUowinE rfiaU bo added, namely “which may 
provide for retulatins or prohibiting any class 
and of commercial or financial transactions relat¬ 


ing to the sale and/or purchase of cement, 
payment therefore etc.” 

(ii) in clause 4, the following proviso shall be add/rd. 
namely;— 

“Provided that the Central Government may auiho- 
rise a State Government to decide, subject to 
such ermditioos _ as may be specified and within 
the total quantities of cement allocated to the 
State Government by the Central Government 
from each of the cement producet, the details 
of the allottees and the quantities to be supplied 
to each of them by each of the cement pro¬ 
ducer”. 

(Ul) the existing clause 13 of the said Ordei" may be 
renumbered as 13(i). 

(iv) for clau.se 13, the ol’.owing clause shall be uddtd, 
namely 

“13(11) Without prejudice to the delegation of 
powers under sub clause (i) above, the State 
Governments may exercise powers to tlie extent 
provided under proviso to clause 4 of this 

Order."
